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(see p 56 for background story). The rift between the Teamsters 
and AFL-CIO is wider than ever. These recent events increased 
the possibilities for local in-fighting... 


> + + Two Teamster challenges to the AFL-CIO anti-racketeer- 
ing code—Teamster president Dave Beck probably set a new record 
for invoking the Fifth Amendment to avoid answering questions 
of the Senate's Select Committee. And, in Washington, a Federal 
Circuit Court upheld the conviction of Sidney L. Brennan, third 
VP of the trucking union, on charges of accepting money from an 
employer, a violation of the Taft-Hartley law. Under the code, 
both Beck and Brennan must be booted out if the Teamsters are to 
remain in the AFL-CIO. 





- »- « Calls for legislation may force the AFL-CIO Council to 
take action if the Teamsters don't dump officers in the near 
future. Labor leaders feel something must be done before restric- 
tions are placed on all unions. 





- » »« Beck shows no inclination to cooperate with the AFL-CIO 





Council. Though available in Washington, and excused from tes- 
tifying by the Senate committee, he refused to attend the coun- 
cil's special March 29 meeting. 


But growing grumbles from Teamster rank-and-file could keep 
the peace. AFL-CIO leaders are careful to make it clear their 
fight is with the Teamster higher-ups, not with the union. And 
Beck's intention to use $l-million in Teamster funds to counter 
charges may spark rebellion.

- - Salt Lake City—36 members of Local 222 signed a telegram 
to the Senate committee calling for legislation requiring local 
elections every two years. 





- »« »« Cincinnati—The Teamsters Joint Council and six locals 
pledged $30,000 to resist a take-over by VP Jimmy Hoffa, under 
indictment for bribery, conspiracy and obstruction of justice. 
Local 114, under Hoffa trusteeship, voted unanimously to end his 
control. The Executive Board of Local 100 ealled for an audit of 
the Ohio Council of Teamsters. 





- . » Portland, Oregon—500 Teamsters sent a telegram to the 
Senate committee endorsing the investigation, called for anti- 
racketeering legislation. A reform committee elaims to have some 
2000 Portland Teamsters committed to action. 





- » » Spokane, Washington—Local 690 passed a resolution pre- 
venting officials from loaning out the local's money. Taxicab 
drivers in Local 334 went on record as opposing financial aid to 
indicted leaders. 





. - » Bremerton, Washington—Local 672 sent a vote of confi- 
dence to the Senate investigating committee. 





. . . Yakima, Washington—Local 524 resolved that no local 
funds were to be used in Beck's defense. An effigy of Beck was 
hanged outside the meeting hall.

diminish. Teamster influence will begin a slow de- 
cline and the union will more than likely fit closer 
in a single labor movement that emphasizes nego- 
tiated settlements rather than jurisdictional warfare. 

The first course means more trouble for the em- 
ployer the man-in-the middle of a union fight over 
jobs. The second would diminish these conflicts 
but could mean a coordinated, tougher, more de 
manding approac h from labor 

The explosion that has set off a chain reaction 
through organized labor is the Congressional probe 
of labor racketeering. While the investigation com 
mands the entire field of union corruption, it centers 
on the far-flung Teamsters Union. 

With the initial investigations, the Senate Pet 
manent Investigations Subcommittee quickly hit 
paydirt. No actual racketeering was pursued to the 
end, but investigators reported extra-curricular use 
of union funds by two top officers of the Team- 
sters —President Dave Beck and West Coast leader 
Frank Brewster 

Before it was over, this first thrust of the Capitol 
Hill probers also netted the union's number-two 
man and number-one administrator, Einar Mohn. 
Among others, Brewster and Mohn were cited by 
the Committee for contempt of ( ONZTESS ; Beck was 
advised he was expected lo appear for testimony 


when the hearings resumed. 


Silence is golden if Congress probes 

wo leamster dec mions added to their troubles 
As witnesses, Brewster and Mohn refused to testify 
on the grounds that the subcommittee had no 


iuthority to investigate labor unions. At the same 
time, they and other Teamster leaders adopted a 
policy that any Teamster witness who might invoke 
the Fifth Amendment against testifying would not 
be punished by headquarters 

That did it. Promptly, the Senate set up a new 
Investigations Committee, armed with full authority, 
under the original chairman, Arkansas Senator 
John L. MeClellan. Snubbed once the probers were 
in no mood for further resistance. 

Accusations directed at the Teamsters by the Me 
Clellan committee run the gamut from $100-a-week 
local officials to $50,000-a-year Beck. 

The first hearings of the new committee concen 
trated on the Pacifie Coast area, with Portland, 
Ore., as the focal point In several weeks of hearings, 
investigators uncovered evidence of Teamster plot 


ting, under the leadership of Frank Brewster, to 


seize control of Portland gambling and vice op- 
erations. 

The Portland story, sensational as it may be, 
is only the first of a planned series of probes into 
Teamster strongholds. In Los Angeles and New 
York City, the committee will investigate reports 
of collusion between the trucking union and organ- 
ized garbage collectors, excluding employers who 
declined to deal with the Teamsters. 

Before it’s over, most of the Teamster brass is 
expected to have taken the stand, including the 
evasive Beck, now back from Europe. The FBI's 
sudden arrest of Jimmy Hoffa for bribery only 
climaxed an already tense situation. Now, all the 
“Big Three”—Beck, Brewster and Hoffa—are en 
tangled in the sticky mess. 

As the picture began to emerge, in the earlier 
hearings, other union officials became distinctly 
unhappy. The subject of labor rac keteering was 
hurting every union’s reputation. They wanted an 
exposure to reveal its limits, not resistance that 
would look like a coverup. 


Meany and Reuther grease the skids 

AFL-CIO President George Meany and United 
Auto Worker chief Walter Reuther, an old Teamster 
foe, led the Federation into doing something con- 
crete about these feelings. And, in doing so, they 
supplied the tools which may bring a break between 
the Teamsters and the 140 other labor unions. 

The action came at the Federation’s annual mid- 
winter executive council sessions in Miami Beach. 
For 10 days, racketeering was the running topic, 
and before the meetings were over, the 29-man top 
level council had taken actions that put organized 
labor beyond the point of no return against cor 
ruption. Specifically, the policymakers: 


e Adopted four codes of behavior for union officials. 
Use of the Fifth Amendment before a congressional 
investigation into union racketeering was banned. 
Proper rules of conduct in handling welfare funds. 
and in business investments were set up. One rule 
would cut labor ties of known racketeers and 
hoodlums. 

The penalty for violation of any of these rules 
could lead to expulsion from the Federation. 


e Greased the way to probable expulsion of three 
unions on grounds of mis-use of welfare funds. This 
was the first such action by the Federation and. 
while it was taken against three small unions with 
a total membership of 170,000, it set the example of 
what could happen to any other affiliates that might 
resist the new codes. Unanimously, the council pro- 
posed expulsion of the three unions unless, within 
90 days, they kicked out virtually all their officers. 

The position of the Teamster leadership at present 
makes this decision especially important. 

leamster officials fought the Federation policy, 
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both within the privacy of the council meetings and 
in the crowded Beach Hotel lobby outside. For a 
time, the fight was led by two officials. Then it fell 
on the shoulders of one man, who took it eagerly 
James R. Hoffa. 

“Jimmy” Hoffa, officially, is ninth vice president 
of the union, one of 12 members of the Teamster 
Executive Council commanded by Dave Beck. 

Unofficially, he is the union’s number-one power 
in the Central, Southern and Eastern states, with 
only Brewster's Western Conference outside his con 
trol. Now, as a result of what happened in Miami 
Beach, Hoffa, except by title, is president. 

Beck made the first thrust against the Meany. 
Reuther leadership, when he made a lengthy plea to 
the Council to reject the ban on the Fifth Amend- 
ment, Argued Beck: It would cut into civil liberties, 
would force union leaders to reveal details of union 
operations that could be picked up by other unions 
and by employers—-and used against them. And, he 
said, the policy was only a reaction to mass hysteria. 

When the debate was over and the vote was taken, 
Beck stood alone. Two union leaders had abstained; 
22 voted in favor of the policy. 

The Teamster president, shut out in this first 
test of strength, bolted the Council sessions. It was 
a far cry from the days when the Teamsters, sitting 
on the old AFL Executive Council, virtually con- 
trolled the voting. Beck, perhaps sensitive to the 
turn-about, attended no more Council meetings 
though they had a week to £0. And the Teamsters 
remained unrepresented in the policymaking body. 

It was apparent that Beck wasn’t going to resist 
further. Just after the amendment vote, the Team 
sters sought to rally their forces—at least a dozen 
attorneys and more than a dozen officers were on 
hand. A three-hour search for Beck proved futile 
When it was learned he had fled to Europe, Hoffa 
took the initiative. From that point on, Jimmy was 
“Mr. Teamster.”’ 

The 43-year-old Detroit leader spent most of the 
meeting rallying his union. He had no seat on the 
executive council. Frequently outspoken, other times 
huddling in quiet conferences with his fellow 
unionists, he laid out the Teamster positions and 
stuck by them to the end. 


Short—and to the point 


At no point was the short (5’ 5”), square- 
1 


shouldered Hoffa willing to compromise. With dis 
arming frankness, in colorful, and unprintable 
language that fully expressed his feelings for the 
union leaders who voted against the Teamsters, 
Hoffa let it be known how his union stood. 

The truck union would not rescind its Fifth 
Amendment policy; it would not support the anti 
racketeering codes. And, it would resist George 
Meany or any other labor leader who sought to 
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limit Teamster jurisdiction. Hoffa proclaimed the 
autonomy of the trucking union and promised to do 
battle wherever it was invaded 

Hoffa lost the battle against the anti-racketeering 
program of the AFL-CIO. This was a foregone con 
clusion. But he won support from building trade 


unions 


Round two: War at any price 


Hoffa led the craft unions in a rejection of in 
dustrial union peace overtures at the Miami Beach 
conference, partly to distract attention from the 
racketeering furor. The conflict, going on for years 
is over the right to construction jobs in industrial 
factories. While the parties generally concede that 
new construction belongs to the building trades and 
maintenance work to the industrial unions, they 
differ over renovations and additions to old 
structures 

Industrial plants have become battle grounds for 
these rival unions, and the Teamsters, fighting to 
maintain or get all transportation jobs, are right in 
the middle. The building trades, incensed at what 
they consider invasion of their territory, accepted 
Hoffa’s leadership——until at the very end of the 
conferences they indicated a_ willingness to talk 
things over. 

Hoffa angrily fought the signs of peace-making 
He argued that the building-trades unions were 
giving away territory that belonged to them, even 
though they had done no mere than express a 
desire for a settlement 

The New York “squeeze play” on Dubinsky's 
garment workers union is a continuation of the 
Miami Beach fighting. Hoffa-buddy O'Rourke served 
notice then that the Teamsters would show no 
mercy to unions that “spend all their time kicking 


our brains out.’ 


It's always nice to have an out 


There are some officials of the AFL-CIO’s anti 
Hoffa wing who suspect him of fanning jurisdic 
tional fires to create a schism in the labor move 
ment, one that could be used as an excuse to pull 
the Teamsters out of the Federation. 

Certainly, the truck union, despite its massive 
size, would suffer if it were expelled from the Federa 
tion on rac keteering charges More than likely, if 
this were coming, it would withdraw over some 
other issue, publicly-pronounced 

But, it’s a much safer bet that the Teamsters will 
find a way to stay in the AFL-CIO. They want the 
alignment, because it’s the basis for mutual pacts 
the Teamsters like to make with other unions such 
as the machinists and meat packers. 

Too, the alliance forms the basis for local and 
state bodies where Teamster officers hold control in 


some areas. These coordinated bodies are the basis

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Farm Product Hassle: What the 
Outcome Could Mean to Truckers 


F EDERALLY-REGULATED TRUCKERS have lined up with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in a juris- 
dictional squabble with the nation’s courts over 
whether certain exempt commodities— particularly 
frozen foods—are subject to government regula 
tions. The latest move has been for ICC to go to 
Congress for help. 

At stake is an estimated one million tons of 
freight a year from a rapidly growing frozen foods 
industry alone. What Congress does will decide 
whether the shipments are hauled by regulated or 


non-regulated truckers. 


What's the fight about? 


The Commission wants a law by Congress because 
the courts have been contradicting ICC rulings on 
farm commodities. The difference of opinion centers 
around exactly what types of food are exempt from 
federal transportation regulations 

ICC regulations limit interstate haulers of every 
commodity except farm products, There are restric- 
tions on what rates must be charged and what 
routes must be travelled. But carriers that are in the 
business of hauling “farm products” need abide by 


onl i few safety regulations 


What are farm products? 


Both ICC and the courts agree there should be no 
restrictions on trucking firms that carry the farmers 
produce to market from the farm. But what about 
frozen fruits and vegetables? Are they farm prod 
ucts? What about frozen dressed poultry, pow 
dered milk, fruit juices? 

Phe ICC says that these are not farm products 
that they have been processed, and trucks hauling 
them should be regulated 

Recent decisions in court have ruled in eflect that 
i pea is still a pea whether it is frozen or on the 
vine. The courts say that, because frozen fruits and 
poults y, powdered milk, fruit juices, and other com 
modities retain a “continuing substantial identity, 
truckers carrying them are exempt from federal 


re ulation 


What's trucking's next move? 


At a recent meeting the executive committee of 
the American Trucking Associations, Inc. announced 
its goals legislation that will amend part II of 


the ICC act in two ways: First, by spelling out in 
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detail the section on agricultural exemption so that 
there will be no further broadening of its scope by 
the courts, Second, by naming the commodities that 
do not qualify for the agricultural exemption 

ATA claims that the legislation exempting haulet 
of farm products from ICC regulations was intended 
to help the farmers. But, says the ATA, the farmers 
are not getting any extra profit from the hauling of 
frozen foods . only the middle men and unregu 
lated truckers are gaining 

What about the unregulated truckers? The big 
ones—-Frozen Food Express of Dallas, Home Trans 
fer and Storage Co. of Mount Vernon, Wash., and 
Interstate Brokers of California of Los Angeles 
have shown they are not afraid to go to the courts 
If Congress makes things tough for them, it looks as 
though they'll put up a fight 


How do things stand now? 


Right now the estimated frozen-food haul by 
truck is about one million pounds split among 
non-regulated and regulated for-hire carriers and 
private carriers, Of $500-million dollars worth of 
refrigerated trucks and trailers, less than one-third 
are owned by non-regulated carriers. But the recu 
lated lines are afraid of being priced out of the field 
because they're competing with the non-regulated 
truckers who can vo where they please and charge 
whatever they want to charge 

There is mixed feeling within the frozen food in 
dustry on the current ruckus. Some favor the lower 
prices that non-regulated truckers offer. Others pre 
fer to use the regulated truckers and get what they 


feel Is more dependable service 


What about the future? 


As long as the courts continue to find that frozen 
foods may be carried by non-regulated truckers, the 
regulated truckers will consider it risky to invest in 
new equipment 

Adding to the gamble regulated carriers are 
wondering out loud whether the non-regs will a¢ 
quire grandfather rights when new laws are enacted 
That is, they fear non-regs will be awarded fran 
chises for the territories they serve even though the 
are forced to become regulated 

Another important question is this: If the courts 
say a pea is a pea when it’s frozen, will they say it 
a pea when its canned? The ICC and the ATA 
would like Congress to make sure the question is

The Highway Program: Here's 


Material shortages... weak state laws ...more road mileage... Congress has 


aired them all and the door is now open for changes in the 1956 Highway Act 


How pores THe $33-billion federal highway pro- 
gram stack up right now? Here’s an up-to-the- 
minute report for fleet owners on what's shaping up 
for the next year ° and what has already been 
done on the vast highway program. 

The shape of things to come was pretty well 
tipped off by last January's congressional look at 
the highway program. While it’s still too early to 
know exactly what will happen, further congres 


sional action seems sure on these points: 


e There will be a move to authorize more inter- 
stale mileage. 


¢ Democrats will revive their plan for a three- 
man commission instead of a single administrator 
to run the program 


e Contractors will get a chance to air their 
complaints on wage determinations by the Depart- 
ment of Labor 


¢ Material shortages—certainly steel and pos 
ibly cement—will be aired, despite the assurance 
of steel executives that there will be an adequate 
supply 


On all of these matters, Congress hasn't yet 
drawn lines on party grounds. 

But as might be exper ted, politics will rear its 
head higher as time goes by. Some legislators will 
find themselves committed to getting more mileage 
lor their states. Others will spend their time getting 
their constituents what they want in borderline 
cases 

The idea of the January hearings was to leave 
the door open to amend the 1956 highway act 
wherever it appears necessary. 

One thing seems sure. Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike will be more concerned over road-pro- 
gram problems back home than they will be in 
embarrassing or backing the administration. 


Meanwhile, Congress has shown a measure of 
dissatisfaction over what has already been done in 
some areas of the highway programs. The Senate 
Public Works Subcommittee on Roads, headed by 
Sen. Gore (D-Tenn) called in Commerce Secretary 
Weeks and Interim Highway Commissioner Volpe 
to give an accounting of progress so far 

The result: The committee showed it was “dis 
turbed” over a reported lack of progress on a 


“grand plan” for highways . . . obviously tried to 


uncover grounds of dissatisfaction with the pro- 
gram to use as a springboard for future hearings. 


Truckers should be especially interested in a 
comment made to the committee by W. A. Bugge, 
president of the American Association of State 
Highway Officials. 

Bugge discussed the AASHO road test being 
run in Illinois. From this test, the Bureau of Public 
Roads is slated to make recommendations to Con 
gress, in 1959, on such things as size and weight 
limitations, and the amount of taxes that various 
highway users should pay toward building the new 
roads, 

A hint of what may be in store was given when 
Bugge told the committee: “We expect some opposi- 
tion to develop from certain special interests” as 
results of the road tests are developed. 


Secretary Weeks told the committee that in the 
first six months of operation, some 743 miles of 
interstate system roads, costing over $900-million, 
had been authorized for bids. Included in these 
were 496 miles of road already under contruction. 

Up to January 1, Weeks said, $1.7-billion in 
federal funds had been obligated on the network 
of highways. And the whole program is moving 
ahead so quickly, Weeks added, that for the first 
time in history the total amount of money author 
ized for roads in any one year will have been ob- 
ligated and approved during the first half of the 
1957 fiseal year. 


The slowness of some states in getting their 
road program started, however, drew criticism from 
the legislators and also from Commissioner Volpe, 
who conceded that he too was not “entirely happy” 
about the delays, although he said that in most 
cases there were valid reasons for the tardiness. 

rhese valid reasons can generally be traced to the 
inadequacy of state laws in handling such a huge 
program. Sufficient state appropriations to match 
federal aid money is the common ailment, but laws 
on acquiring rights-of-way and authority to con 
trol access need up-dating, too 

I'o step up state action, the highway administra 
tor told Congress that the Bureau had further “de 
centralized” administration of the program effective 
January 1, so that virtually all of the operating 
decisions are now made in the field by Bureau 
representatives. 
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How It Stands > 


Right-of-way acquisition is another problem. 
lo date, about $350-million in federal aid money 
has been obligated by states for some 1,700 miles 
of interstate rights-of-way. This is against a total 
estimated right-of-way cost of $5-billion for the 
entire program, 

Of the 40,000 miles originally authorized for the 
interstate system, the general location of 37,400 
miles has been approved. Of some 22,000 miles 
which have been finally located, about 25% follow 
existing highways, and the rest are new locations 

In order to pump more money into the actual 
construction side of the program, by assisting 
states to match federal aid money, a right-of-way 
revolving fund has been suggested, It would permit 
the federal government to pay the total cost of 
advance right-of-way acquisition when requested 
by the states. Then, as states actually move in to 
build on the right-of-way, they would reimburse 
the revolving fund. 

\s it now stands, states acquiring rights-of-way 
as early as five years in advance are tying up money 
they might otherwise use for actual construction. 


Requests for additional mileage have been pil- 
ing in from the states. Altogether, a total of 12,500 
additional miles have been asked for, whereas only 
1000 miles authorized by Congress last session 
still remain unapportioned to the states. 

It seems sure that Congress will attempt to ex- 
pand the interstate mileage this session, but both 
administration and state highway officials have ad- 
vised against it at this time. They feel that adding 
more miles now might well jeopardize the whole 
program by making financing of the measure seem 
impossible. 

AASHO President Bugge, in fact, urged that 
no extensions of the present 11,000 miles of inter 
state roads be made until the current program is at 
least 75% completed. This might take about nine 
years, he said. 

The legislators, though, are not keen to see extra 
mileage requested by their states placed on the 
shelf for this long. The committee asked the Bureau 
of Publie Roads to submit a proposal of state-re- 
quested extensions that are of comparable impor- 
tance to the present interstate system. 

Volpe told the committee that such a recom- 
mendation at this time would add perhaps five to 
ten thousand miles and take about one year 
to complete, 

This situation is sure to touch off a scramble 
among states to revise upward their previous re- 
quests for mileage. Some had based these requests 
on a spread of the 1000 miles among the states,

“rusty” coolant mean danger? 


Yes. It indicates corrosion of the cooling system. After draining old solutions, check to see 
if extensive deposits have built up. If so, flush vigorously to remove, using a cleaner when 


necessary 


a clean coolant mean inhibitors are still effective ? 


No, because rust indicates corrosion only of the iron or steel in the cooling system. Other 


metals may be corroded without discoloring the coolant 


Where are leaks most likely to occur? 


In hoses and hose connections, and after a severe winter, around loose “freeze-out 


Gaskets, water pump seals, and heater fittings should also be checked 


What else should | check ? 


Thermostats should be inspected and cleaned. High-temperature, winter thermostats should 
be replaced for summer use if manufacturer’s specifications indicate. Also check pressure caps 


for proper operation fan belts for tension and condition. Replace if necessary 


Should rust inhibitors be used in summer ? 


Yes because they lengthen the life of the cooling system. Fresh water and a good rust inhib 


itor in a clean cooling system are necessary for summer driving, 


What about saving used anti-freeze ? 
It's a very poor bargain. Rust inhibitors in winter-worn anti-freeze may be exhausted. Adding 
new inhibitors to old solutions may cause undesirable reactions or the inhibitors may 


become neutralized, making them useless. It’s wise to always use fresh coolants 


Anything else before | close the hood ? 
After you have refilled the cooling system, start the engine and run until operating tempera 
ture is reached. Recheck for leaks, operation of temperature gauge, and possible loss of cool- 
int. Be sure radiator core ts free of dirt and insects blow out with air pressure from engine 
ide if necessary. Remove anti-freeze protection tag

DECREASING RADIO NOISE 


As there are many reasons for radio noise, it 
is good practice to check these major sources 


of interference 


ignition noise is usually a popping sound 
varying in frequency with engine speed. It 
disappears when the ignition switch is turned 
off. This interference usually can be confined 
to the engine compartment by bonding (or 
grounding) of the hood, steering column, et 

to prevent its radiation to the antenna or 
radio. (Hood grounding may be especially 
poor on trucks two to three years old.) Many 
engines have suppressors in the rotor, dis 
tributor center lead or in the cables; these 
should be in good condition 


Generator noise is a high pitched whine in the 
radio and varies with engine speed. It will 
persist, however, if ignition is cut off with the 
engine running at moderate speed. This can 
be corrected by use of a by pass capacitor 
between the armature terminal and ground 
Don’t connect it to the field terminal! 


Generator regulator noise is an irregular 
rasping sound traceable to arcing of contacts 
It will not persist below the charging cut-out 
point of the regulator and can be eliminated 
by a by pass capacitor at the battery 
terminal 


Front wheel noise generally occurs only in 
dry weather and at speeds over 15 mph The 
irregular popping or “rushing ound usually 
disappears when brakes are lightly applied 
Static collectors in the hubs or special graph 
ite anti-static powder in the tires handle 


this problem 


In all cases, while the antenna itself must 
not be grounded, the lead-in shield should 
not be broken and must be properly grounded 
at both the antenna and radio chassi If 
noise disappears when the antenna is discon 
nected at the radio, it indicates that the 
antenna is picking up interference. If noise 
still persists it is probably being transmitted 
to the radio via the power line; this necessi 
tates installation of a by-pass condenser from

If you're a hunter who's frustrated by the short big-game season, consider 

FLEET taking up varmint-hunting during the next few months. It’s a sport that’s 

2S booming because it’s a lot of fun, gives excellent practice, hay no bag limit 
AT WS US Uns and can be engaged in for most of the year. 


Varmints include woodchucks, certain species of hawks, crows, and (in the 
West) prairie dogs, rockchucks, marmots, and coyotes. Of these, the wood 
chuck offers the most shooting; he is found in one of several varieties every 


where but in the South and some prairie states 


There’s nothing new, of course, about shooting small game; it’s as old as hunt 
ing itself. But varmint-hunting as a highly developed sport is fairly recent. It 


makes demands of accuracy that the big-game hunter seldom encounters. 


The true varmint hunter operates in a fashion almost opposite to that of 
the big-game hunter. Instead of trying to get as close as he can to his quarry, 
his object is to score a hit at the farthest possible distance. The purpose of 
varmint hunting, for the devotee, is not a simple kill, but, rather, an exacting 
test of skill and equipment. 


lear here 


If you're an average varmint hunter, you shoot at ranges of from 100 to 
200 yards. If you’re more proficient, you will back off to 300 or even 400 yards 
Kills of small animals at such distances are a challenge to even the most experi 


enced rifleman. 


Such precision shooting obviously demands precision equipment—in rifles, am 
munition and telescopic sights. Most of the developments along these lines have 
come about since World War II, and, more than anything else, have popularized 


varmint hunting. 


The best rifies for varmint-hunting are small caliber, and have pinhole 
accuracy. Such rifles use cartridges in various calibers made for this purpose, 
two of the most popular being the 222 Remington and the 220 Swift. (Others 
22 Hornet, 218 Bee, 219 Zipper, and a multitude of .22 center-fire cartridges, 
such as the 22 Varminter and the 219 Donaldson Wasp). 


Their chief characteristics are high velocity and flat trajectory at varmint-sniping 
range. The extreme speed of these fragile, small-caliber bullets insures that they 
will break up when they hit anything, thus eliminating the danger of ricochet. 
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In many cases, these cartridges are either copies or modifications of “wildcat” 
cartridges—those designed through experiment by private individuals seeking 


a good varmint cartridge. 


Equally important to the success of varmint-hunting is the development 
and the availability of the scope sight. The need for accuracy demands high 
power: Where you would use from 2'/- to 4-power scopes for deer-hunting, 
you should have from 6X to 12X for varmint-shooting. Many optical companies 
are now making such sights. Some have variable powers so the same scope can 


be used for either big game or varmints. 


It's possible, of course, to have a lot of fun varmint-hunting without using a 
special rifle. But you can't expect to get the same precision with a deer rifle, say, 


as with a regular varmint rifle. 


However, even this handicap seems on the way to being overcome. The 243

Winchester and the 244 Remington, which have “wildcat” origins, are con- 
sidered the most practical combination deer-varmint rifles. Thus you could use 
one rifle and one or more scopes for both types of hunting. 


You won't have much trouble finding varmints to huat—particularly wood- 
chuck. Most farmers will welcome your efforts—if you make sure to ask per- 
mission to hunt on their property. Woodchucks are a nuisance—they eat crops 
and dig holes that horses or cattle might step into. 


Check the licensing in your state. In most cases, a regular hunting license 
is all that’s needed. But make sure before you start sniping. 


Signs of the times: Surveys show beards and banjos are coming back . . . Ulcers 
(gastroduodenal) are hereditary, say two French doctors who recently wound 
up a 10-year study of 800 cases . . . Swimming pool manufacturers expect to 
build 45,000 this year, 36% more than in 1956.

Can We Afford 
a $71.8 Billion Budget? 


THe BUDGET submitted to Congress by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower for the year beginning July | 
proposes federal spending of $71.8 billion. In 
only four years, three during World War II and 
one during the Korean War, has the govern- 
ment spent more. Under the proposed budget 
the government expects to collect $73.6 billion, 
mostly through individual and corporation in- 
come taxes. 

The principal reason for the size of the budget 
and for this year’s increase is an expanding 
defense program. About 60% of all budget ex- 
penditures in the coming fiscal year will be for 
national security programs. Moreover, this area 
accounts for about 90° of the proposed in- 
crease in federal spending. In addition, as the 
chart shows, there are large expenditures pro- 
posed for purposes other than defense. 

Continued budgets of this size, some contend, 
will lead to inflation and wreck our economy. 
It has been suggested that they might lead to 
‘a depression that will curl your hair.” Yet 
many insist that the budget, large as it is, still 
is inadequate in many respects — for defense, 
schools, agriculture, small business, health, re- 
search, indeed, for almost every activity in 


which the government has become involved. 


Is It Really Too Big? 


Actually, the proposed budget would 
place no greater burden on the economy 
than any budget in the last six years, be- 
cause our economy has been growing. fF ed- 
eral spending per capita under the proposed 
The se figures refer to the regular federal budget and do not 
include operations of trust funds, primarily for social security 


programs and the new federal aid program for highways 
which are financed by special taxes 
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budget will be about $416, or $10 more than 
this year; but our per capita income rose almost 
$80 last year. And, because of our increasing 
population, next year’s expenditures will, in 
fact, amount to Jess per capita than in 1954 
when federal spending was $4 billion lowe: 

Another way of measuring the burden of ON 
ernment expenditures on the economy is to com 
pare the purchases of goods and services of all 
branches of government federal, state and 
local with the total output of the nation. The 
share of our national product taken by govern 
ment this year will be about the same as in the 
past two years and, furthermore, about the same 
as the average for the past 26 years 

By the standard of any recent year, the budget 
is within the means of the American economy

The Real Threat 

Large and rising budgets that do not balance 
yovernment spending with higher tax collections 
clearly would be inflationary and would destroy 
the value of the savings and income of all who 
lagged in the race with climbing prices. But 
erious dangers will still exist even if our budget 
continues to be balanced, as this year’s is. 
® Budgets that require a large take in 
taxes eat up the savings required to finance 
private industry. What the taxpayers must 
vive the government they cannot save. This de 
prives private industry of the savings and re- 
clire needed to expand and modernize pro 
ducing tac ilities. 
® Wigh tax rates also undermine the in- 
centive to save and invest in normal busi- 
ness enterprises by taking such a large 
share of any income gained. Taxes on cor- 
poration income now take 52°, of all income 
over $25,000. And taxes on individual incomes 
can take as much as 90°, of earnings that re- 
main after this 52; bite. 
@ High taxes encourage, on the part of 
both individuals and corporations, the 
search for “gimmicks” and special treat- 
ment. As a leading character in Cameron 
Hawley’s novel Executive Suite observed: ““To 
it tar greater degree than most people realize, 
income tax has become a primary governing 
factor im corporation management,” Indeed, it 
is only beeause of the numerous gimmicks and 
pecial provisions now available that high tax 
rates have not already inflicted greatet damage 
lo economic incentives 

These dangers comprise the real threat of 
large and rising federal budgets. It is a threat 
to continued growth of our economy, and it is 
no le i threat merely because the budget is 


technis illy ith balance 


What Should Be Dene? 


In attempting to hold government spending 
within rea onable bounds. we should not hold 


back on needed civilian programs. The heavy 


demands now being urged at all levels of gov- 
ernment for roads and schools, for instance, are 
largely the result of failure to keep pace with 
the growth of the country. Furthermore, we 
cannot cut provisions for national security below 
the minimum level of safety. And unhappily, 
defense in the rocket and missile age is fan- 
tastically and ever increasingly expensive. 
What we can do is enforce some financial 
discipline on our military leaders, and hold 
down our defense expenditures by making sure 
their demands are justified and by requiring 
efficiency. In the civilian programs, though some 
need to be increased to serve a growing economy, 


we can eliminate the outright waste. 


A More Difficult Job 


We must also do something far more difficult, 
and that is to reduce federal programs of aid to 
special groups at the expense of all the tax- 
payers. The new budget calls for over $5 billion 
for veterans, and another $5 billion for farmers. 
\ number of industries and areas stand to 
receive aid in large amounts based less on 
necessity than on political pressure. These 
demands for increased aid, year after year, 
must be resisted if we are to have any hope 
of stopping a relentless rise in our budget. 

Then, as our national income increases, we 
can look forward to reducing tax rates and pro- 
viding greater incentives for the private sector 
of the economy. Only in this way — by keep- 
ing government spending in line with 
economic growth — can we prevent our 
federal budget from being a crippling 
burden.
